mrto, who married daughters of M. 
Mane. They arc tho principal share- 
loldors; nevertheless, a fow shares am 
aid to bo in tho hands ot tho Mayor ol 
Nice and other high-standing function- 
trios of that city, 


There are throo hundred of those 


shares, oach ono representing ono him- 
Ived undivided parU, Each share at 
ho outset was worth60,000francs; their 
icliial value is diilioult to toll. At all 
•vents, if oil'ercd for salothoy would ill- 
am a fabulous price, Koeing the phe- 
lomenal profits annually realised by I ho 
•ouletle and card tallies. Hitherto the 
wnors of tho Casino havo appeared to 
je,satisfied with their annual profits, 
which permitted tho daughters of M. 
Blanc to he dowered with 20,000,01)0 
['nines oach, irrespective of tho enor- 
mous revenue which falls to the lol, ol 
each shareholder. 
But although not 


ipenly debuted, tho idea of a liuunolivl 
imp tins font longtime beenineilitaled, 
aud the following is a rough outline of 
the scheme: 


The three hundred shares as they now 
and (one hundred undivided parls 


each) lire to he converted inlo sixty 
thousand conpiires (thereby doubling 
the thirty thousand undivided parts), 
and these eoupures, or coupon", will 
then be otl'erod lo tho public at tho prien 
of 1,000 francs each, 
The operation is 


unquestionably a bold one; neverthe- 
less, despite its fantastic proportions, it 
will evidently Iind favor with I he French. 
And why noli' The receipls for last 
year amounted to 15,000,01)0 francs. 


This project for converting the Casi- 


no of Mon'to Carlo into a publii! nll'air 
ha-i been generally approved by the ac- 
tual stockholders. M. Blanc's dignity 
sulVcrs from the fad that the source ol 
his rev.ciuie is a gambling hell. I'rincc- 
lionaparto anil Kiul/,iwill partako ol 
Hint view, aud would not, be loath to 
sever their connection, once and for- 
ever, with the institution of Monte C'nr- 
lo; above all, under such favorablo au- 
spices, Trinco Cluirlo.s.ou being appriseil 
of this resolution, was somewhat startled, 
naturally dreading 
tho revolution in 


his atVai'rs that such a transaction would 
entail. 
However, he 
was brought 


iirouiid to the views of the majority b.y 
the judicious counsel of his lather con- 
1'cssor, and was even led lo tako n more 
decided step, 
lie has given hisconsonl 


to relinquishing all further intervention 
in the concerns of Casino, anil in return 
J'orlhis abdication his yearly pension 
will be increased I u 1,000,000'francs. 


The contemplated issuo of tho new 


shares may be expected soon.

Timber and Houses in Skyo. 


Throughout tho islos timber is a rnrr 


and prcoiou9 article, most froqnontlj 
tho gift of ocoau. Tho man who se- 
cures a good log of driftwood has ob- 
tained a prlzo worth leaving. It nmy 
have been a Inwo old troe, tempest- 
lorn from its home in somo distant for- 
est, carried in ths s"" lvy Bulling tor- 
rents, and perchnuoo tossed by 
I In 


waves and wafted to and fro by many n 
current,, ere il, drilled toilsroslon thcsi1 
far isles. 
Or it niny bo the mast m 


spars, or perchance the cargo of some 
wrecked vessel—whatever its stvi'y it it- 
treasure-trove, and most deeply valued, 
Though 
incriisled with barnacles oi 


riddled by phohulca il can all be tunied 
lo good accoimt; tho .smallest piece will 
make n stool or a settle, or a box, or 
purl ol' a door; while largo timbers hi.- 
conic rafters—precious heirlooms, for a 
\niingconple can not wed till lljeyhave 
accumulated enough rafters to support 
their tlialeh, and should they have oc- 
casion lo "lilt," the only parl of theii 
bothy that commands any pecunian 
compensation is Uio roof, not tho wood 
work only, but also the heavy thatch 
saturated with thick gieasy peat-reck 
(in other words with a thick coating oi 
soot). This, when broken up, forms a 
valuable manure for the unfertile crofts, 


Poor, indeed, are many of these isl- 


and homes, generally consisting only of 
two rooms: an outer byre for the cattle 
uiul an inner room for the family; and 
until recent years all such bolhios had 
a lire-place in the i.ihldlo of Iho lloor, 
round which the whole family might 
gather and epually .share ila comfort. 
Bui now most houses have the llro-plnco 
at one end of the house, and though the 
smoke generally contrives lo wonder at 
will among the'rafters (forming a blue 
hn/.e stinging 
to tho unaccustomed 


eyes and ill last resolving itself into tlio 
rich browns so dear to the artistic 
mind), it does sometimes Iind a wide, 
o|x'ii chimney prepared for its escape, 
liul more frequently a hole in Iho thatch 
is Hie only means of egress, a hole per- 
hitps crowned with an old herring-bar- 
rel in lieu of chimney-can; this, how- 
over, is an elegant superfluity, to which 
few ii.s|)iri,>. All, however, inu^t take 
the precaution of lying on their roofs 
with a network of ropes, and weight 
them with large stones, in order to re- 
sist the wild giHls of wind, which would 
carry oil' any ordinary collage roof.
